The N ative 
Sons 
of the Golden West convention has 
been set for the fourth 
Monday in 
April, which is April 22. 
Another purpose of the meeting is 
to learn the plans of all the commit­ 
tees. so that a committee 
probably 
consisting of one representative from 
each organization mai go before the 
Chamber of Commerce and lay before 
the members a well defined outline 
of the arrangements required for the 
conventions. It is argued that by mak­ 
ing the plans for the convention uni­ 
form, considerable money w ill he sav­ 
ed. 


A member of -one of the committees
